Russians Continue Pursuit of Defeat 
ed Austrian Forces, but Their Prog 


ress in Galicia and Volhynia Has

progress toward Verdun by capturing 
French 
positions northeast of that 
fortress. 
Fighting along a front of more than 
three miles on th*- right hank of the 
Meuse, the German forces, following 
the usual artillery bombardment and 
in tilt; face of violent fire from French 
guns, carried French first line trenches 
between Hills 321 and 320 and also 
the Thtaumont fort. 
At th*- atune time the Germans have 
held hack the advance of th** Russian 
forces from 
Dvinsk to 
th** Galician 
bonier. 
Fierce fighting marked the advance 
toward Verdun, Paris declares, in ad 
muting th** loss of the trench* \ and 
tin* Thiaumont works. 
Further along the fighting line th** 
Germans reached Fleury, about three
